the profession of teaching than is Apple- 
ton? Does our educational policy meet 
our needs, is it responsive to Ihe de- 
mands of progress? 


\Vaukcgan is to build a new *500.(KH) 


school devoted to vocational training and 
manual arts. It will have an enrollment 
of 1.2(10 pupils and it is a tribute to Mr. 
Keller which will not be overlooked by 
the people of Appleton that he has been 
selected lo preside over so fine an insti- 
tution. For his services he will receive 
!M,"iOO per year. Mr. Keller's salary for 
next year had been set at $3.800, and the 
board offered him $4,200 to remain in 
Appleton. 


The salary offered to Mr. Keller by the 


city of Appleton may look like a liberal 
inducement when measured against sal- 
aries oi the past, but it is still $300 below 
the SYaukegan mark. It appears to the

in a clear-cut contest between them 
on the administration of Mr. Wilson, the 
former supporting the president's poli- 
cies, and particularly his stand on the 
peace treaty ami league of nations and 
the latter opposing the president's posi- 
tion and advocating ratification of the 
treaty with the Lodge amendments and 
peace with tierinany by a resolution of 
congress. 
The conclusion seems war- 


ranted Ihat. so far as an election can de- 
termine, the people of Nebraska of De- 
mocratic faith uphold President Wilson. 


On the other hand we find Senator 


Johnson of California, one of the treaty 
"irreconcilables" and an opponent of a 
league of nations in any form, leading 
his nearest competitor, (ieneral Wood, 
by a large majority. Apparently, if it is 
possible to determine by this primary, 
Nebraska Republicans are against the 
treaty of peace and the league of nations. 
Probably in neither case are the conclu- 
sions we have indicated fully justified. 
There has been an old feud between Bry- 
an and Hitchcock, and Bryan's populari- 
ty in Nebraska has been on the decline 
for a number of years.

THE ARMY BILLS 


The senate has passed the Wadsworth 


army reorganization bill, which provides 
for the establishment of a federal army 
into which is to be merged the national 
guards of the several states, a regular ar- 
my of 280.000 men and the creation of 
nation-wide voluntary military training. 
The bouse has passed a similar bill, the 
principal difference being that its meas- 
ure preserves the dual system of a regu- 
lar army and national guard. The meas- 
ures go to conference and with the strong 
feeling that exists on the points of differ- 
ence, it is hard to say what the ultimate 
result will be. 


This much may be laid down as a pro- 


position supported by public opinion: If 
the United States does not join the league 
of nations, the country should have and 
the people will approve a strong stand- 
ing army. If compulsory military train- 
ing cannot be secured from congress, and 
il is evident that it cannot be, the people 
will favor a sytsem of nation-wide volun- 
tary training. 


There is much to be said on both sides 


of the national guard question. If the 
value of the guard as an adjunct of the 
army is ol first importance, then the sen- 
ate's plan should prevail. If the chief 
value of the national guard lies in the 
protection it affords within the slates, 
and that is ils real purpose, then a sepa- 
rate identity may be desirable. The war 
disclosed the fact Ihat the national guard 
as it then existed was difficult of assim- 
ilation inlo the. fed'-ral army. 
It is a 


question largely of \\hal actual purpose 
the stale guard is expected lo serve, mid 
what place it is to lake in our defense, 
national as well as stale.
